Announeement of the motion was greeted 
with opposition cheers. 
Hon. W. H. Smith, government leader, 
said he would consider Gladstone’s request 
and would let him know during the even- 
ing if he could accept the motion for 
tomorruW. 
Tonight Smith moved the adoption of the 
report of the Parnett Commission, He con- 
sidered the course proposed would do abso- 
lute justice to the inembers whose conduct 
had been impugped and all persons in- 
cluded in the all@gations of the newspaper 
which published the charges. There were 
certain features of the publications which 
he deeply deplored, but other accusations 
were justified by the report. It was a

GLADSTONE’S VOICE HEARD. 
Gladstone, moved the amendment an-

As an instance of their 
disproportionate and unbalanced judgment, 
a judge had unearthed an obscure paper, 
‘Yue Lrishman, filiing several pages of their 
report with extracts therefrom, which had 
been termed by Archbishop Walsh “most 
abominable.” Were they equally liberal 
im according biame for other things that 
were quite as abominabie? When they 
dealt with the grand capital offenses, into 
which they were especially directed to in- 
quire, all that was ssid, without one single 
word of denuvuciation, was that the letier 
ov which the detestable charges were 
tuunded was a torgery. [Cries of “hear, 
hear.”| ‘The report convicted the respond- 
ents of joining the league, with a view to 
the separation of Ireland and Eng- 
land.

a state indictment. ‘The Tories rode into 
power ou Parnell’s shoulders; now they 
foresake him, and seek by the vote of the 
House to condemn his acts and policy, the 
whole benefit of which they took then and 
have beid ever since.

The Committee on Whaling Asks 
for Further Time. 

The Board of Education met in reg- 
ular session at its rooms in the City 
Hall, last evening at 7:30 o’clock, with 
President Pomeroy in the chair and 
the following members present: 
Messrs. Cox, Frew, Ellis, Wood- 
bury, Gosper, McIntosh and Whaling. 

The minutes of the previous meeting 


| were read and approved, after which 


&@ communication was read from the 
Executive Committee of the State Cit- 
rus Fair, recommending that a holiday 
be given the school children to attend 
the fair on Wednesday, which commu- 
nication was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Teachers, with power to act. 

A communication in regard to proper 
purification of the air of schoolrooms 
by disinfection was. received from a 
patent concern, which was sent to the 
Committee on Supplies. 

A communication was received from 
the architect of the Collado-street 
school building, calling attention to 
the fact that the board was considering 
the addition of a tower to the build- 
ing, and asking that immediate action 
be taken. The letter was referred to 
the Building Committee. 

A letter was received from C. J. 
Kuback, one of the school-building con- 
tractors, asking that he be allowed to 
work the men on his building one hour 
extra each day, on account of the de- 
lay he has experienced from rains, 
which matter was referred to the 
Building Committee. 

Applications for positions as jan- 
itors were received from C. H. Twing, 
Mrs. Emma Hutchins, Mrs. Mary 
Perkins, Mrs. Ida Schubert, William 
Bath, Mrs. Briggs, Amelia Eisenrath, 
Mrs. M. E. Bacon and Vicente Lan- 
drus, all of which were referred to the 
Committee on Janitors. 

The rosignation of Filo Satello as 
janitor of the Seventh-street school 
was announced. 

The report of the Superintendent for 
the month of February was presented, 
showing the total number of pupils 
enrolled 6842, of whom 3447 are boys 
and 3395 girls; average daily attend- 
ance, 6160; per cent. of attendance, 
96; new pupils enrolled during the 
month, 305, of which 158 were boys and 
149 girls. 

The Finance Committee reported 
favorably on-demands aggregating 
$1262.63, which were approved by a 
‘unanimous vote, with the exception of 
Mr. Whaling, who first made « speech 


| and then voied against the bills. 


A communication was received from 
a committee of the Bricklayers’ Union 
stating that the estimate of John 
Beryle for extra. work on the High 
School building foundation, at $21 per 
1090 brick, is excessive, and that there 
are numerous contractors who would 
be glad to take the work at $18 per 
1000.

Mr. Ellis stated that the committee 
on Mr. Whaling was not yet ready to 
report, and was granted further time. 
r. McIntosh, chairman of the 
Building Committee, presented a re- 
rt to the effect that in regard to the 
uback matter, the committee is of 
the opinion that the board can grant 
bim no relief, as his contract calls for 
eight hours’ work. The committee 
favors the addition of the tower to the 
Collado-street school, and presented 
one or two recommendations of a 
minor character. The report was 
adopted. 
In the matter of the ventilation of 
the Spring-street school, the Building 
Committee asked further time to re- 
_s the Superintendent of Public 
uildings not having had time to per- 
sonally inspect the same, which was 
granted, 
Mr. McIntosh stated that the chief 
janitor was of the opinion that it 
would be better to connect the Castelar- 
street school with the College-street 
sewer, which work was now being 
done, and that Mr. Manning was will- 
ing to pay $10 for the privilege of con- 
necting with the same. The commit- 
tee recommended that the request be 
granted, and the report was adopted. 

A recess of 30 minutes was taken to 
allow a secret conference. . 

Finally, at 9 o’clock. the doors 
opened and the members filed out,. 
when President Pomeroy took the 
chair, and called for unfinished busi- 
ness, when Mr. Gosper said that the 
matter of extra foundations was to 
come up. Mr. Dillman, the contractor 
forthe Beaudry-street school, stated 
that his estimate for extras was $1032, 
and the bill was nowin the hands of 
the architect, Mr. Burton. After this 
statement President Pomeroy moved 
that the matter be referred to the 
Building Committee, the architect and 
the Superintendent of Buildings, with 
instructions to report at the next meet- 
ing, and to enter into.a contract, pro- 
vided the experts can say that the 
price is at the same rate as that now 
given in the contract. 

It was stated that extra foundations 
were needed for the Alpine-street and 
other buildings, and Mr. Gosper sug- 
gested that all the contractors enter 
into contracts with the board for extra 
work, and President Pomeroy made a 
motion that the president and secre- 
tary be instructed to sign all contracts 
for extra work approved by the board 
and indorsed by the architects. 

The matter of colors for the various 
school buildings was discussed at some 
length, and Mr. Cox favored hurrying 
up the contractors. 

Mr. Gosper again called up the mat- 
ter of the high-school foundation, and 
suggested that the same action be 
taken as in the other cases, and that 
the contractor should receive the first 
on the work. 

*resident Pomeroy thought that, as 
the matter was of. great importance 
and had attracted considerable public 
attention, it would be better to post- 
pone action for one week, so that the 
whole matter could be thoroughly in- 
vestigated. The board had nothing to 
conceal, and wanted everything done 
openly and akeve board, so that every- 
body would be satisfied. 

Mr. Gosper then made another 
strong plea for the high-school con- 
tractor being given the work, as did 
also Mr. Cox, and Mr. McIntosh favored 
giving the contractor some money, but 
did not see how it could be done 
legally.

THE “AGED BANKER" TELLS 
HIS STORY ON THE STAND. 


The Question as to Whether He 
* Was the Only Gray-headed 
Banker in Pasadena—His ‘“San- 
guinary” Conversation With a 
Member of “The Times” Staff 


The libel suit brought against TnHE 
Times by W. A. Ray of Pasadena was 
resumed yesterday morning before 
Judge Shaw, in Department No. 5 of 
the Superior Court. The case did not 
make much headway, owing to the ad- 
journment.of court at noon to allow 
the taking of a deposition at Pasa- 
dena; but the direct examination of 
the plaintiff was finished. There was 
quite a large attendance of spectators. 

After thé jury which was impaneled 
Saturday had filed into the jury-box; 
W. T. Williams, Esq., of counsel for 
the plaintiff,. stated that he would 
make no opening statement beyond 
the reading of the.-complaint. He 
then read the complaint, whieh recites 
the article published March 7, 1889, 
in Tue Times, relative to an “aged 
banker’ of Pasadena and his, sensa- 
tional attentions to a “handsome 
young lady.” 

Henry T. Gage, Esq., then read the 
amended answer of Tur Times, which 
denies the allegations of the complaint, 
and sets up the truth of the matters 
contained in the published article in 
justification and mitigation. 

There was some little discussion be- 
tween counsel and the Court relative 
to an adjournment until this morning. 
Counsel for the plaintiff asked for the 
postponement on account of the sick- 
ness of one of their witnesses, who 
lives at Pasadena. It was finally de- 
termined that the deposition of the

THE race question is bothering the 
chief and the employés of the Bureau 
of Printing and Engraving. A young 
colored girl, who passed the civil 
serviee examination, was assigned last 
week as assistant to a white plate 
printer. He refused to work with her, 
and was thereupon discharged. Each 
plate printer has a girl to feed #'s 
press; White women .have always 
been employed fer this purpose here- 
tofore. The innovation has, therefore, 
taused a sensation among the em- 
ployés of the bureau. The plate 
printers’ organization is a compact 
one, and the matter is under considera- 
tion for future concerted action.” The 
Government has colored employés, 
men and women, in nearly all the de- 
partments, and there has never been 
any objection raised before against 
them.

TWENTY-FIVE “MILLIONS A YEAR. 


The affairs of the Louisiana Lottery 
Company have come,to the front very 
prominently of late, in connection with 
the efforts of that institution to secure 
a renewal of its charter, which expires 
in a couple of years. ‘The subject is of 
more than usual interest to California, 
owing to tho very large amount of 
money which is drawn from the State 
annually by the great confidence game— 
an amount which compares by no 
means insignificantly with the sums 
exported from California by the Chi- 
nese, of which we hear so much, 

The immense gains of this institu- 
tion were recently referred to in these 
columns. A special dispatch from New 
Orleans to the Chicago Tribune gives 
some interesting inside information 
regarding the means wihich..are being 
taken by the company to secure a re- 
newal of its lease. It is said 
that the recent effort to secure 
acharter in. North Dakota was only 
intended as a means to get better 
terms in Louisiana, and as a provision 
against a possibie failure to get a re- 
newal of the franchise. Few people 
in Louisiana believe that the lottery 
company has the slighest idea of 
abandoning the State. 

It is said that the company will go 


| before the next State Legislature and 


offer to pay an annual license ranging 
from $250,000 to 2500,000 for an ex- 
The license 
now paid is $40,000. The indications 
are that the necessary two-thirds vote 
will be secured and a constitutional 
amendment submitted to the people. 
Those who oppose the lottery, will do 
80 on purely moral grounds. Although 
in the minority, they will make a de- 
termined fight, and will have Gov. 
Nicholls with them, On the other 
hand the lottery people will be backed 
by many of the largest finan- 
ciers of the city, _most of the 
influential politicians, and by the great 
bulk of those who see no harm in buy- 
ing a lottery ticket, which class con* 
stitutes a majority of the population. 
The campaign is certain to be one of 
the hottest ever fought in the State. 
The prediction of those best informed 


is that the lottery people will win. 


As to the profits of the concern, the 
following estimate of the receipts by 
letters during a recent year, published 
by the Chicago Tribune, tells the story:

THE POSTAL TELEGRAPH PROPO- 
SITION. 


Postmaster-General Wanamaker is 
in earnest in the matter of postal tele- 
graph facilities. His statement before 
the House Committee on Postoffice 
contains some strong arguments on 
the subject. 

Mr. Wanamaker does not propose 
that the Government should purchase 
or build a telegraph line; he does not 
ask the appropriation of a large sum 
from the Treasury, nor the creating of 
a new body of employés, but recom- 
mends the utilization of the postoffice 
buildings, clerks and carriers now in 
use for a convenience and economy of 
service, which he believes will greatly 
accommodate the public. The tele- 
graphic business is now divorced from 
the postoffice, though it is nothing 
more or less than the carrying\of mes- 
sages. Mr. Wanamaker proposes a 
union of post and telegraph on a basis 
that, in his judgment, will not in- 
terfere to any appreciable extent with 
any existing rights, but that will offer 
great service to classes not now enjoy- 
ing the use of the telegraph to any 
marked degree. The Postmaster-Gen- 
eral desires to negotiate and secure a 
set of leased wires such as the great 
newspapers have from city to city or 
brokers and bankers frequently have 
connecting their business offices in the 
different cities,in order that the people 
may communicate through the post- 
offices from city to city or by drop 
messages in their mail boxes,to be col- 
lected by carriers and telegraphed. 
There is little doubt that Mr. Wana- 
maker’s proposed plan would at once 
become very popular if inaugurated.

Sailors Scarce. 
San Francisco, March 3.—Deep-water 
sailors are so scarce at present in this city 
that'seven vessels are detained in port by 
inability to obtain crews.

HEALTH OFFICE STATISTICS. 


Number of Deaths in February 
and the Causes. 

From the monthly report of Health 
Officer MacGowan for February th 
following points are gleaned: . 

There were during the month 84 
deaths in the city of Los Angéles. 
This would make the rate per 1000 12.60. 
Of this number 7 died of zymotic dis- 
eases, 33 of constitutional diseases, 18 
of local diseases, 14 of development 
diseases and 5 from accident and vio- 
lence. 

Or the 84 who passed away 12 were 
under 10 years of age, 4 were under 
20 years of age, 49 were between 20and 
45 years of age, 10 were between 45 and 
65 years old; whtle 9 were over 65; 54 
were males and 30 were females; 79 
were Caucasians, 1 was an African and 
4 were Mungolians; 10 were natives of 
Los Angelés, 6 of the Pacific Coast, 35 
of the Atlantic States, wuile 33 were 
of toreign birth. 

The diseases prevalent which were 
causes of death were: Typhoid fever 
2, diphtheria 1, whvoping cough 1, 
croup 2, phthisis pulmonalis 30, bron- 
chitis 1, pneumonia 5, puerperal dis- 
ease 4, inanition 5, suicide 3, accident 
2, unclassified 27. 

Divided among the nine wards of 
the city the deaths occurred as fol- 
lows: First ward 8, Second 9, Third 
7, Fourth 9, Fifth 8, Sixth 4, Seventh 
10, Eighth 18, Ninth 16. 

The return of births for the month 
makes the following showing. » Total 
number of births 69, of which 36 were 
males and 33. females. 

Ten cases of diphtheria were re- 
ported during the month; 3 were in 
the Second Ward, 2in the Third, lin 
the Fourth and 4 in the Seventh. 


TWO SUICIDES. 


AN OLD MAN DROWNS HIMSELF 
IN A RESERVOIR, 


A Gruesome Affair in Rosedale 
Cemetery — Fred E, Hall, a 
Colored Janitor, Takes a Fatal 
Dose of Strychnine—The Coroner 
Kept Busy. 


o’clock, as J. H. C. von der Lohe, one 
of the workmen at the Rusedale Ceme- 
tery, Was passing the reservoir at that 
place, he noticed a man’s coat and hat 
lying onthe bank,and, on investigating, 
discovered the dead body of a man in 
the water, only the head and shoulders 
being visible. 

He at once notified the sexton, who 
sent for the Coroner, and shortly after 
his arrival the body was identified by 
N. fi, Mulland, a painter living on 
Washington street, about a block west 
of the car barns, as that of Jacob P. 
Rockafellow, a man about 65 years old, 
who has been living at his house for 
the past four years, and was last seen 
alive Sunday evening about7:30 o’clock. 
Mr. Mulland stated to a ‘TIMEs re- 
porter that Rockafellow came to Los 
Angeles from Fiemmington, N. J., 
about four years ago, and has since 
been living at his house. Hewasa 
laborer and worked steadily until 
about two years ago, when his health 
broke down, and since that time he has 
done nothing. He bad saved some 
money, besides which his people were 
in comfortable circumstances,.and he 
himself had some property. He was a/ 
bachelor, and as he was not a drinking 
man, he had ample means for his 
necessities. 

For the past two months he has been 
growing steadily worse, apd has been 
very despondent. About two weeks 
ago he began to talk about going home, 
and talked about sending his trunk 
back, but gave this idea up for the 
time being. Sunday evening he was 
about the house as usual, and at 7:30 
o’clock took up his hat and started out. 


going to church, but as he did not re- 
turn they began to get uneasy, and 
started out to look for him. The 
thought of suicide never entered Mr. 
Mulland’s head, and the first he knew 
that enything was wrong was yester- 
day morning, when he noticed a crowd 
standing about the reservoir, and going 
to the place, discovered the body of his 
old friend. 

Coroner Meredith held an inquest on 
the body at Orr & Sutch’s last evening, 
when the jury, after hearing the evi- 
dence, returned a verdict that the de- 
ceased, J. P. Rockafellow, a native of 
New Jersey, aged 65 years, and single, 
came to his death by drowning, with 
suicidal intent, while suffering from 
temporary depression. 

The Coroner notitied the relatives by 
telegraph, but up to last night no reply 


TOOK STRYCHNINE. 

Early last evening Fred D. Hall, a 
colored man, who has followed the 
occupation of janitor in this city for 
seyeral years past in various busi- 
ness blocks, committed suicide in his 
room, over the old depot saloon, on 
Alameda street, near Commercial, 
taking an overdose of strychnine. Ha 
went to his room early in the evening, 
and nothing more was heard of him un- 
til about 10 o’clock, when his groans at- 
tracted some of the other lodgers, and 
they went to bis room. There was a 
glass purtly filled with water ona 
stand near his bed, and when ques- 
tioned as to what ailed him, he stated 
that he mixed the contents of a strych- 
nine bottle in the glass of water to 
rub on his legs tor rheumatism or 
something else, and after rubbing his 
legs, he weut to sleep. After a while 
he awakened from a sound sleep, and 
feeling thirsty, he took a drink with- 
out thinking what he was doing. An 
attempt was made to save him, but 
before anything could be done he died. 

Coroner Meredith was notified and 
the corpse was removed to the morgue. 
On searching the room the Coroner dis- 
covered the following singular docu- 
ment, which proves that the deed was 
premeditated:

Moulders in Fourteen, Foundries 
Quit Work, 
Sawn Francisco, March, 3.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The trouble which has 
been threatened for some time between the 
Iron Moulders’‘Union aud the Engineers’ 
and Iron Foundrymen’s Associations culmi- 
nated today in a general strike of all 
mouiders employed in the 14 foundries rep- 
resented in the association. The strikers 
number over three hundred, but as abeut 
seven hundred other workmen in the 
foundries are dependent upon the work of 
the moulders,the whole number of men who 
are idle is about one thousand.

PAUL'S MAN SHIDY. 


The Milwaukee Postoffice Scandal 
Again Ventilated. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.j| In the investigation of the 
charges against the Civil Service Com- 
mission today, Hatton of the Post, who in 
the absence of Mr. Ewart conducted the 
prosecution, called attention to the remain- 
ing charges against the commission. These 
were: That the commission since its 
organization to the present time, by 
manipulation of the rules and regulations, 
has brought about results in violation of the 
spirit and letter of the law; that by col- 
lusion with departmental officers it has 
secured place with little reference to qualiti- 
cations; that relatives of officers of the 
commission have been attached to the com- 
mission, gaining a knowledge of the secrets 
of the commission, a privilege denied Sena- 
tors and Representatives, without com- 

nsation and in direct violation of the law; 

at offenses which resulted in the dismissal 
of officers of one political party were con- 
doned when committed by officers of the 
other political party. 

In regard to the first charge, Hatton said 
Representative Butterworth wanted it 
amended so as to find how it was that under 
a Republican administration nine-teaths of 
the appointees to the civil service were 
Republicans, and under a Democratic ad- 
ministration the same proportion are Demo- 
crats. The scope of the amendment would 
bring to the attention of the committee, 
when it was discussed, the general work- 
ings of the civil service system. : 
®& Commissioner Thompson, in reply to a 

uestion by Hatton, said the Civil Service 

emmission had not taken any steps to se- 
eure Shidy’s removal from the Census

er steps for or against him. : 

Ex-Postmaster Paul of Milwaukee was 
then called. He was appointed postmaster

CHINA'S NEW MONEY. 


* Phe Empire to Have Its Own Silver 


Coinage. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.j Dispatches from Pekin; 
China, amnounce that the Viceroy, Li Hung 
Chang, has formulated a project, which 
will mark anew era in Chinese commer- 
cial works. He has decided to establisha 
system of silver coinage, which shall be 
uniform throughout the empire. The pro- 
ject is favorably viewed by the Prime Min- 
ister, Prince Chun, and has been submitted 
to the Emperor by a memorial, which is be- 
ing urged by the Viceroy, the Prime Min- 
ister and most of the influential and pro- 
gressive men. 

A reporter called at the Chinese legation, 
to inquire about ths water, and was in- 
formed by Hoshen Chee, who interpreted; 
that this question had long been under con- 
sideration, and was a pet scheme of Li 
Hung Chang. “Heretofore,” he said, “we 
have had only a copper currency, ranging 
in value from a mill to about acent. The 

vernment never issued paper currency, 

is privilege being entirely in the bands of 
private banking-houses. Of gold and silver 
coin of ourown, we had none, but gold 
leaf and bars of gold, as weil as lumps of 
silver, have been in use as measures of 
value, and, when a merchant or trader de-

usiness. At seaports the English shilling, 
American dollars and Japunese yen are in 
general use, and this, more than anything 
else, suggested the advisability of paving a 
silver currency of ourown. I think the in- 
tention is to coin silver up to the value of 
$1, and the government also intends to 
grant charters to certain banking-houses, 
empowering them to issue paper currency, 
something on the order of your national- 
bank system. ‘his will greatly simplify 
business transactions, and will be an aid to 
commerce.”

THE SUPREME COURT. 


SOME IMPORTANT DECISIONS 
' HANDED DOWN. 


A Color Line Case from Mississippi— 
Colorado Murderers Granted 
a Brief Respite—A = 
Bank Decision. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WASHINGTON, March 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| ‘The case of the Louisville, 
New Orleans and Texas Pacific Railroad 
vs. the State of Mississippi was decided by 
Justice Brewer today. The question in- 
volved was the power of a State to compel 
railroad companies to provide within the 
State accommodations for the two races. 
Judge Brewer holds that the State has such 
power. 
A HABEAS CORPUS CASE. 

Aa opinion was also rendered allowing 
the applications of James Medley and James 
H. Savage for writs of habeas corpus. They 
were convicted in Arapahoe county, Colo., 
of murder and sentenced to be hanged. The 
law under which they were sentenced was 
passed after the commission of the crime, 
aud it was contended that it was ex post 
facto, and therefore unconstitutional and 
void. In support of this contention it was 
alleged, among other thiogs, that the law 
under which sentence was passed in- 
flicted a greater punishment than the law 
in force at the time of the commission of 
the deed, in that it added solitary confine- 
ment, forbid relatives and friends visiting 
the condemned, and made it uncertain jus 
when the convicted men would be hanged, 
thereby putting them in fear that each mo- 
ment may be their last. 

The court, through Justice Miller holds 
that the provisions do add to the punish- 
ment of the condemned men and are there- 
ex post facto and void. ‘“Solitarycontine- 
ment,” he says, “is decidedly an extra 
punishment, having a decided tendency to 
make men fatuous and w minded. It is, 
therefore, held to be the duty of the court 
to discharge the prisoners, but as there 
is no question that they were lawfully con- 
victed, the sentence only being irregular, it 
is directed that the warden of the peni- 
tentitary notify the Attorney-General of 
the State of the time of their release, so 
that he may immediately rearrest them and 
bring them to trial once more.” 

Justice Brewer vigorously dissented 
from this opinion. The substantial punish- 
mentunder each statute, he suid, was death 
by hanging and the difference in details 
was, in his opinion, too trifling upon which 
to base a decision that would turntwo red- 
handed murderers loose upon society.$ 9 

A LOUISIANA BOND CASE. 

The Court rendered an opinion in the 
case of Burnard Hans, plaintiff in error, vs. 
the State of Louisiana, Hans is the owner 
of a considerable quantity of Louisiana con- 
soiidated bonds. When these were issued, 
the State made a provision for a special tax 
to meet the interest and principal, and de- 
clared the bonds to create a contract be- 
tween the State and the bondholders which 
should not be impaired. The Constitution 
adopted in 1879, however, partly repudiated 
this agreement, and directs, the revenue 
from the special tax to be diverted to defray 
the expenses of the State government. 
Ifans brought suit to have the new Consti- 
tution declared invalid so far as it impaired 
this contract. The State set up a piea that 
it could not be sued by one of its own citi- 
zeus without its consent, and«the Circuit 
Court deciding in favor of the State, the 
case came here, 

The Supreme Court affirms the finding of 


the Circuit Court, and in reference to the | 


exemption of a sovereign State from 
prosecution at the suit of an individual, 
says: “The legislative department of a 
State represents its policy and its will, and 
is called upon to preserve justice, and to 
hold inviolate the obligations of the State. 
To deprive the Legislature of the power of 
judging what the honor and. safety of the 
State may require, even at the expense of a 
temporary failure to discharge public debts, 
would be attended with greater evils than 
such failure could cause, lt would, in fact, 
deprive the State of that sovereignty and 
independence in the management of its 
affairs whieh are essential to its autonomy, 
and which 1s always understood to be its 
prerogative.” 

_It is said from ten to twelve million 
dollars are involved in the case. 

The Court reversed the judgment in the 
case of the State of*North Carolina, and 
Roberts, Auditor, against Temple, for the 
same reasons stated in the Hans Case, 
This case also involved several millions,

CHARLEY GLASS ON TRIAL, 


}Felipo Chavez Answers for the 
Crimo—Fiendish Ruso to Dis- 
guise tho Killing—"Dr.” Jax- 
theimer Held for Practicing 
Medicine Without.a License. 


The trial of Felipe Chavez began 
yesterday morning in Judge Cheney’s 
court, and a jury was impaneled. 
Chavez is accused of the murder of 
Charley Glass, a blacksmith of this 
city, at a dance near Tropico in De- 
ceomber last. The murder created con- 
siderable excitement owing to_ its 
brutal character, and: the. attempts of 
the murderers to conceal their work 
by putting the body of the murdered 
man on the railroad track near by that 
it might be run over, and the tell-tale 
evidences of the murder destroyed. A 
train did come along, but it only 
crushed the fingers of the dead man’s 
left hand. There were several men from 
the city at the dance, and there were 
some lively scrimmages between the 
Mexicans and themselves. Glass had 
bis head crushed in. 
collected pointed so strongiy toward 
Chavez that he was charged with the 
crime.

facts seemed to be too much for him. 
The testimony of Dr. 8S. D. Ilazen 
exhibited an astonishing state of af- 
fairs. He said that **Dr.”’ Jaxtheimer 
was his.pupil for some time, and he 
khew that he gave himself out to bea 
physician. Jaxtheimer used to talk; 
him about the time when he would be 
able to secure a diploma, and the time 
came when he missed his own diploma. 
He afterward found it in Jaxtheimer’s 


theimer. Armed with this.document 
he had been practicing medicine. _ 

Deputy County Clerk Dunsmoor pro- 
duced the records of licenses of phy- 
sicians, and testified that Jaxtheimer’s 
name was not among them. 

The defense introduced no testi- 
mony, The Court held the defendant 
to answer before the Superior Court, 
and fixed his bonds at $200, which was 
furnished.

WE publish this morning an inter- 
esting article on the early history of 
Pasadena’s water supply, which will 
enlighten many who do not fully un- 
derstand the: status of this somewhat 
complicated matter. If the early set- 
tlers had had the slightest conception 
of the wonderful growth which Pasa- 
dena was to attain they would cer- 
tainly have acted very differently in 
their water matters, and have thereby 
saved much jealousy and acrimonious 
dispute which have since occurred. 
‘The use of water fur irrigation was 
then less familiar to the American 
settlers in Southern California than it 
is at present. Orange orchards wére 
at that time generally irrigated six 
times a year.. ‘The tendency has since 
been to constantly decrease the quan- 
tity of water used, especially in the 
‘caseof deciduous fruits. More culti- 
‘vation and less water is now the rule.

SOME HISTORICAL POINTS ON 
OUR WATER SUPPLY. 


Early Methods of Irrigating Oranges 

—Mr, Shorb’s Offer—Its Rejec- 
tion a Mistake—The Water War 
—Devil’s Gate. 


In the channel of the Arroyo Seco 
during tha summer months water can 
be found in but four different places. 
A company is now developing the 
water that rises to the surface in the 
arroyo near Garvanza. 

The Highland Park Company ob- 
tains its water from springs which rise 
in the arroyo directly west of California 
street. These springs were sold to that 
company by the San Gabriel Orange 
Grove Association. South Pasadena 
is supplied by the Sheep Corral springs, 
owned by the Pasadena Land and 
Water Company. Thesesprings rise in 
the arroyo west of Colorado street, 
and here are the pump works, also 
owned by this company. Last, but 
not least, are the Flutter-wheel, Tib- 
bitt and Joy: springs, which are situ- 
ated at the Devil’s Gate. 

The water sinks, and for miles the 
river bed will be entirely dry, and in 
certain localities the water will rise 
to the surface in springs. 2 
To aclose observer it will be noticed 
»that these springs always rise in the 
narrowest part of the arroyo. Espe- 
cially is this noticeable ‘at* the Devil’s 
Gate, the source of our water supply. 

Several of the old residents of Los 
Angeles declined to purchase land in 
the Indiana colony when it was 
started on account of its apparent poor 
water supply, and it was claimed by 
many that all the springs in the 
Arroyo Seco disappeared during the 
summer months. 

Following a dry winter, and they 
were quite frequent, and much dreaded 
at that time, the lower springs of the 
arroyo would become dry, and a per- 
son would naturally suppose that all 
the water in the arroyo had disap- 
pered, especially as he would have 
nothing tocall him as far as the Devil’s 
Gate at that early period. 

When Pasadena was tirst started as 
a colony the only large orange groves 
in this vicinity were those of L. J. 
Rose, B. D. Wilson, J. de Barth Shorb, 
Col. Winston, Col. Kewen, Fair Oaks, 
=< the Bacon ranch, near Raymond 
_ Each of these large orange groves 
had a bountiful water supply, It was 
thought necessary to irrigate the or- 
ange trees at least six times during 
the summer months, and the entire 
ground was flooded with water at each 
irrigation. How absurd then it seemed 
for these early colonists to buy 1500 
acres of land, and to suppose the water 
that they could develop from these 
springs to be sufficient to supply this 
tract of land. 

hen the orange groves, that were 
then being planted, came into bearing 
more water would be needed, and b 
many-it was claimed that this colony 
would prove a failure simply from the 
lack of water. This supposition un- 
doubtedly discouraged many from buy- 
ing land in the Indiana colony for the 
purpose of raising oranges. But 
most of the colonists were from the 
Eastern States, and they had come to 
Southern California for a _ home. 
Although the raising of citrus fruits 
was their chief aim, it was by no 
means their only one. They expected 
to plant only a part of their ranches to 
the orange. The rest of the land would 
be planted to the peach, pear, apple, 
fig and the vine—trees that required 
no water. 

Of course water went with all the 
land, and by concentrating the amount 
of water to which they were entitled 
on a few acres that would be devoted 
exclusively to an orange grove, they 
hoped in this manner to mako a good 
use Of what water they did have. 
Also, it was svon proven that the 
orange tree did not require six irriga- 
tions. By deep cultivation the tree 
could be carried through the summer 


trees at all. 

But there were men who thought it 
necessary to irrigate their trees early 
and often. This could be done legiti- 


by ways that were dark and past find- 
ing out. This subject to the old set- 
tler is a very delicate one, and perhaps 
it might be as well to allow each man 
to relate his own experience. 
Sufficient to say that when the good 
zanjero was in tho land of dreams the 
enterprising colonist was borrowing the 
water. Self-preservation is the first law 
of Nature, not only as regarded himself, 
but also his beloved grove’ and orange 
nursery. At that time there was .a 
large amount of land that remained 
uncultivated. Many of the colonists 
who required a large amount of water 
for their orange nurseries had the 
privilege of using the water which 
should have gone to an adjoiniig tract 


ing the owners of such piece of land 
for the privilege of using the water 
that he would have been entitled to. 
Five dollars for the use of one share of 
waters or what seven» and one-half 
Pacres of land was entitled to, was 
generally the amount paid. 

*" When the San Gabriel Orange Grove 
Association was formed,-. it consisted

The water that accompa- 
nied this purchase was the Sheep Cor- 
ral springs and one-half of ‘Tibbetts’s 
springs. The original buyers of this 
land piped the water from the Devil’s 
Gate to the coiony, built their own 
reservoirs and piped the water through

r. Shorb offered this tract of land 
for sale, which, was about 1876, he had 
expended quite an amount of labor.

the Devil’s Gate. His plan was to find 
bedrock, and by ss so he hoped to 
build this submerged dam and prevent 
the water from passing this point. 

This undertaking was watched with 
much interest at the time, especially 
asit might affect the supply at the 
sheep corral springs if successful. 
However, the plan proved to be a fail- 
ure, and the immense excavation made 
at the time was filled in once more. 
About 1877 Mr. Shorb offered to sell 
his remaining interests in this com- 
pany to a syndicate of gentlemen who 
lived in the San Gabriel Orange Grove 
Association. . This consisted of the 
cement ditch, reservoirs, pipes, and 
nearly allthe land lying east of Los 
Robles avenue and south of Colorado 
street, and the amount of water which 
went with this land. The gentlemen 
who thought of purchasing this land 
were P. M. Green, A, O. Porter, H. G. 
Bennett, Col. J. Banbury, C. H. Watts 
and several others. 

After several meetings these gentle- 
men declined the offer, as they did not 
consider it a profitable investment. 

lf this deal had been made it would 
haye been a very profitable invest- 


ment—the land being rated at 
about fifty dollars an acre— 
also it would have forever set- 


tled the water question between the 
two companies. The sheep corral 
springs were not used by the San 
Gabriel Orange Grove Association 
until the year 1882, the entire colony 
depending on the supply from the 
Tibbett’s springs. 

Above the Devil’s Gate there are 
two springs in the arroyo, one on the 
east side and the other on the west 
side of the arroyo. The San Gabriel 
Orange Grove Company had been led 
to believe that both these springs were 
included in the general name of Tib- 
bett’s springs. Up to the summer of 
1878 they had only used one-half of the 
east spring, as they obtained all the 
‘water necessary from this source. As 
they now needed more water a ditch 
was dug so as to obtain one-half of the 
west spring. Mr. Shorb, the chief 
owner in the Lake Vineyard Land 
and Water Company, served an. in- 
junction on the zanjero of the Orange 
Grove Association, claiming that the 
west spring was not included in the 


Tibbett’s springs, but had always been |, 


known as the dry spring. 

If this was the case, of course the 
San Gabriel Orange Grove Company 
had no interest in this west spring; but 
if it was included in the Tibbetts 
springs, as it had been led to be- 
lieve up to this time, it was entitled to 
one-half of it. This led to Pasadena’s 
famous water trial between the two 
companies. The case was decided in 
favor of Mr. Shorb, and from that time 
this west spring has been known as Joy 
spring, and Tibbetts springs was 
then called Tibbetts’s spring. 

This decision was quite a severe 
blow to the people in the San Gabriel 
Orange Grove Association; and it was 
then deemed necessary to develop the 
sheep corral springs. Consequently a 
pipe was laid to South Pasadena, and 
that part of the colony was supplied 
from this source. 

Also the pumpworks were immedi- 
ately built, which are capable of supply- 
ing allthe water necessary when re- 
quired. In this manner, although at 
some expense, the San Gabriel Orange 
Grove Company once more had plenty 
of water. | 

About 1879 it was found necessary 
to reorganize the San Gabriel Orange 
Grove Company, and out of this old 
company was formed the Pasadena 
Land and Water Company. This was 
done by transferring the stock to’ this 
new company, | 

A new company was formed from 
the old Lake Vineyard Land and 
Water Company, which is now the 
Pasadena Lake Vineyard Land and 
Water Company. | 
The formation of this new company 
was very slow, however, and it was 
-several years before all the stock was 
transferred; consequently for years 
there were two water companies in 
existence on the east side of Fair Oaks 
avenue. About 1882 Mr. Shorb sold 
-his remaining intefests in the old Lake 
Vineyard Land and Water Company 
toa syndicate. This consisted of the 
cement ditch, reservoirs, pipes, and 
several hundred acres of land, with a 
certain proportion of the waters in the 
arroyo. The syndicate consisted of P. 
M. Green, A. O. Porter, H. G. Pen- 
nett, A. K. MeQuilling, 5. Washburn, 
H. W. Magee, A. Wakelev, O..S. 
Picher, Mr. Goodwin and J. Allin. 
This syndicate had previously bought a 
tract of land above the springs; conse- 
quently at this time there were four dif- 
ferent conflicting interests in the 
springs of our watersupply. First, there 
wasthe Pasadena Land and WaterCom- 
pany; next, the Pasadena Lake Vine- 
ard Land and Water Company; third, 
the remainder of the old Lake Vine- 
yard Land and Water Company was 
still in existence; fourth, the syndicate 
owned enough land and water at the 
Devil’s Gate to make it a power. How- 
ever, the Pasadena Lake Vineyard 
Land and Water Company soon ab- 
sorbed the remaining shares of the 
Lake Vineyard Land and” Water Com- 


any.»
